CO L SCOUTED IN WEST AND- 
VER WOODS. 

About forty members of Company L, 
Sth regiment, under command of Capt. 
Edgar G. Holt and Lieut. George it. 
Gage went out Monday night after the 
thunder storm and practiced scoutine 
in the West Andover woods in the vi- 
cinity of the rifle range. The men re- 
ported at the armory about 7.30 and 
left about 8 o'clock for the objective 
point, taking at the corner of Essex ! 
and Amesbury streets special electric. 
Jt was nearly nine when the men 
reached the rifle range. ; 

The dress worn was: Campaign uni- 
form, consisting of working trousers, 
leggings, campaign hats, cartridge 
The arms with, 
the exception of the sabres were not 
carried. 

Tne men all seemed anxious to go. At 
the range house the eaptain addressed 
the men and told them that he would 
not ask them to go out if they did not 
want to go. With one = accord the 
company said ‘‘Go.” 

Eight men,, besides two 
were detained for outpost 
the rest were marched in inky ‘ 
ness about three quarters of a miie 
southwest of the range. There the 
men waited for the bugle signal that 
the outposts had been established and 
were. then started off in pairs to galt 
the rifle range, if possible, without de- | 
tection. Thes couts were under com- | 
mand of Lieut. Gage, and the captain 
had charge of the outposts, and placed 
them at intervals of about 200 yards, in 
a semi-circle, about the range where | 
every light was extinguished. The men 
were left to gain the house as best 
they could with no means except in- 
stinct. The trees, ground, and bushes 
were all dripping with water from the 
storm. Every one was thoroughly | 
soaked. . 

Most of thes couts met with consider- | 
able success in determining the dirges | 
tion of the house, but a few wandered 
off at a tangent and after the bugle 
had summoned every one in, scouting 
parties had to go in search of . them. ; 
However they returned without) as- 
sistance, but had taken a wrong course | 
to gain the house. The gods in that 
vicinity aret reacherous, and two or 
three bogs are a menace to a night 
traveler. :

water, and let it drain a moment in a 
colander. Then lay it on 
or a folded napkin, cut the bands 
which bifid the stalks and slip them 
carefully from the bunch.

If you wish to serve the asparagus 
ecold as a salad, make a sauce vinai- 
grette, which should also be served in 
a separate dish. 

When asparagus is to be served cold 
drop it in cold water as’soon as it is 
cooked. Then lift it out and put it on 
ice till ready to use.

of Cornwall.. One estate’ was ~held 
bythe yearly service of a clove gilly- 
flower; another by.the gift of a rose, 
resented every midsummer eve. 

A Morton at many times in English 
history has been. the power behind the 


| throne; particularly, may this be said 


of John Morton, who was Lord Chan- 
cellor of England in 1420. John Mor- 
ton, Archibishop of Canterbury, was 
executor of the will of Edward IV. At 
the magnificent ceremony when Prince 
Henry was knighted and created Duke 
of York, Archbishop Morton sat alone 
with the King at the high table. 
Albert Morton was Secretary of State 
to James I., and Thomas Morton enter- 
tained Charles I. and his suite at Dur- 
ham in such princely style that one 
day’s entertainment cost £1,500. 
Richard Morton was physician-in-ordi- 
nary to James II. 
In the literary world, the family have 
been bright and shining lights. Charies 
Morton, a great scholar, had the hon- 
or of being the second librarian of the 
British Museum. When it was estab- 
lished, in 1756, he was appointed keeper 
of the manuscripts, also secretary to 
the trustees. A few years afterwards 
he became librarian, an office which 


| he held until his death. 


The “History of Richard III.,” as- 
scribed by Sir Thomas Moore was prob- 
ably originally written in Latin by 
Archbishop*Morton, who is mentioned 
by Moore in “Utopia.” In later times, 
less classic literature has come from 
the pens of Mortons. That popular 
farce, “‘Box and Cox,"’ was written by 
the dramatist, -John Morton, son of 
Thomas Morton also a famous farce 
writer Who had the rarely-accorded 
honor of being elected honorary meni- 
ber of the Garrick Club. 

The American line of Mortons be- 
gins with George Marton, who is de- 
scribed as a merchant of York, En2- 
land. He was at Leyden, Holland, 
with John Robinson's Company, and 
it was there that he married Juliana 
Carpenter, of Bath, England. This 
was on June 23, 1612. Eleven years 
later, with his wife and five children, 


; he came to America in the ‘Anne.” 


The year previous Thomas Morton 
had come over in the “Charity,” with 
thirty servants and provisions of— all 
sorts fit to stock a plantation. So 
delighted was he with the new coun- 
try that he wrote to his friends, “If 
this land be not rich, then is the whole 
world poor. There are fowl in abun- 
dance; fish in multitude; on the green 
boughs, millions of turtle doves, which 
sit pecking the full, ripe, pleasant 
grapes. The land to me seems para- 
dise.”’ : 

He kept all the holidays which are 
the gommon inheritance of ‘Merrie 
England,” and set up the first May- 
pole in the new wWorld—a pine tree 
eighty feet*high. "The song which Mor- 
ton composed for thes@ Mayday festi- 
vities, and. a lyric form of which he 
was also the author, were the first 
poetical efforts in this country.’ iy 

To a Morton, of the wife of a Mor- 
ton, must be credited the first Amer- 
ican novel. This was “The Power of 
Sympathy,” by Sarah, wife of Perez 
Morton, of Plymouth. It was pub- 
lished in 1789. Robert Treat Paine cal-. 


led her “the American Sappho,” and- 


to. be. mentioned . in. .her verse—she 
Wrote an epic, “‘Beaeon Hill and Other 
Poms''—was to be immortalized. 

Almost all the records of the Ply- 

mouth ‘colony and the united colonies 
were the work, or are in ‘the hand- 
writing of Nathaniel Morton, who 
was secretary of the colony. One ‘ot 
his records is now in fhe possession of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society. 
It is a carefully-written document, 
_ At'the first celebration of the land- 
ing of the pilgrims, December 22, 1769, 
the third of the twelve toasts given 
at the banquet was “To the memory 
of that pious man and ‘faithful his- 
torian, Mr. Secretary Morton.” 

Another early ancestor in this coun- 
try was the Puritan divine, Charies 
Morton, who came over in 1686. It is 
said that the office of vice-president 
of ,Harvard was created for him. In 
the high-flown description of the time, 
he was “the soul of philosophy, the 
repository of all the arts and sciences 
and of the graces, too.” , 

Under a charter creating a nobility 

Morton, who settled in South 
Carolina in 1682, was made a land- 
grave, and given about 50,000 acres of 
land in that State and there is a 
tradition that William Morton, the 
settler, or his sons, owned large tracts 
of land upon which portions of Wash- 
ington, D. C., are now built. 

The first absolutely free public schoo} 
in America was established by John 
Morton, This was at Plymouth in 1671. 
He “erected and kept the school for 
the education of children and youth.” 

In Colonial wars and in the Rev- 
olution the Mortons proved themselves 
mighty men of valor; nearly every 
line can trace back to a warlike ances- 
tor, and “sens” and ‘‘daughters” thus 
establish eligibility to membership in 
patriotic societies. 

The aristocratic orthography “ide 
Mortaigne’’ has undergone various 
transactions before reaching Morton. 
There was Morteyn, Mertain, Mortein, 


Moretoin, Moriton, Moretone, More- 
ton, and finally the only form 
now used—Morton. In France the 


family is represented by the Marquis 
Morton de Chabrillon. 

The Morton arms are quarterly gules 
and ermine; in the dexter chief and 


sinister base, each, a goat's head 
erased argent, attired, or. Crest, a 
goat's head, argent, attired, or.

Parker Soothes Tammany. 

On the same day that President 
Roosevelt* was notified of his nomina- 
tion, bis unnotified opponent, Judge 
Parker, was holding a reception to a 
number of Democratic leaders, among 
whom were Charles H. Murphy, the 
head of Tammany Hall; David B. Hill, 
Thomas Taggart, August~ Belmont, 
John P. Hopkins of Chicago and oth- 
ers. Tammany’s opposition to the Par- 
ker boom was duly forgiven, and to 
bring the organization into line it was 
agreed that Mr. Murphy’ should have 
the privilege of naming the candidate 
for governor of New York. Hill and 
Murphy shook hands. and the whole 
party was photographed to emphasize 
the statement that . harmony had 
perched on the Democratic banner. 


The A. F. L. In Politics. 

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor has framed a set 
of questions which it is proposed to 
put before all candidates for congress 
by the local labor bodies throughout 
the country: They are designed to com- 
mit candidates against government by 
injunction and for the eight hour day 
and direct legislation. Any candidate 
who does not answer these questions 
satisfactorily will be opposed by the 
federation from start to finish. 


Russia Satisfies Britain. 


Premier Balfour in the house of com- 
mons, July 28, announced that Russia 
had given assurance that her volun- 
teer fleet would be withdrawn from 
the high seas. The Malacca had been 
released at Algiers. In regard to the 
sinking of the Knight Commander by 
Russian warships off the coast of 
Japan July 24, Russia’s answer had 
not been so satisfactory. Russia had 
asked for time to receive the report of 
the commander of the Vladivostok 
squadron. 


“Vatican Replies to France. 

The apswer of the pope to the French 
government was a courteous refusal to 
withdraw the summons to two French 
‘bishops to go to Rome. It was claimed 
‘that this summons dealt merely with 
‘the spiritual jurisdiction, which is out- 
side the concordat. Thereupon the 
French government decided to break off 
all negotiations, recall its representa- 
tive at the Vatican, give the papal 
nundo at Paris his passports and de- 
nounce the concordat.

The ‘Republican state convention this 
year, will have ten more delegates than 
the one of a year, ago, this year there 
being 1619 entitled to seats to 1609 of a 
year ago. The only contest expected 
this year is over the nomination of a 
state treasurer and in this contest the 
Essex county delegation will be en- 
abled to cast 225 votes.

The horse and carriage were owned 
by John B. Withum and were in charge 
of one of his workmen; Mr. Kent. 


Over 212 years ago, July 30, 1692, came 
the summons for the neighbors of the 
intrepid martyr, Martha Allen Carrier, 
to appear at Salem to testify to her 
death. The aged widow, Ann Foster, 
herself under the shadow, and later dy- 
ing of weakness in Boston jail, was 
brought to add her witness. | Samuel 
Wardwell, the carpenter, and young 
Martha Sprague faced each other in the 
grim tribunal, Samuel’s old neighbors 
joining with her in accusution. Septem- 
ber 22, these and others were sacrificed 
to the cruel superstition of the times. 

Some of the descendants of the actors 
in that summer tragedy of 1692 were in- 
vited toa picnic party of the Hawkes 
family on the old homestead, pear the 
ear track at Hawkes Corner, just beyond 
the junction at North Saugus line. 
Adam Hawkes had one only son 2John, 
father of the Lynn line, and by a second 
wife, Sarah Hooper, a daughter 2Sarah. 
Her mother, whose husband, Adam, died 
in a year, leaving this infant girl, 
married soon after Samuel Wardwell, 
and became head of the line here in 
Andover. ‘lwo of ‘ber sisters, were al- 
ready married tosons of William Ballard, 
and it was doubtless owing to jealousy 
on the part of the nervous woman, Eliz- 
abeth (Phelps) Ballard, a sister-in-law, 
that Sarah Wardwell and her daughter, 
Sarah Hawkes, then about 20, were also 
accused. So in the homestead of brother 
John, near the old site at the Corner, 
sorrow had its way. The Hawkes family 
do not appear to have been drawn into 
the circle of the accused, except in 
young Sarah’s case. She escaped, as did 
her mother, on account of the re-action 
in favor of sanity, and married 3Francis 
Johnson. 

Mr. Charles Johnson of North Ando- 
ver, With Mrs. Way and her sisters, Mrs. 
Davis, and Mrs: Charles Poor are among 
the descendants of Sarah Hawkes, but 
were not able to accept the hospitality 
tendered. ‘The venerable Benj. F. Ward- 
well and daughter Delia went down with 
the Townsman historian, and Mrs. Henry 
Hayward and husband and daughter 
Gertrude{ genuine Hawkes’s by grand- 
mother, Mrs.° Israel Putnam, helped 
make a very good representation from 
Andover. ‘Formerly nearly 300 used to 
attend. The neighboring towns of Lynn, 
Marblehead and Salem” help most to 
swell the Hawkes resident families to 80 
odd. There on the sheltered lot under 
the trees, on the side of Close Hill, we 
spread ‘the: simple feast of baskets and 
hearts, and it was a-decided success, as @ 
family gathering. All about us were 
comfortable estates, held by descendants 
of Adam Hawkes. The original house, 
built 1635, was burned- one cold. winter 
night, and the family saved a brick frem 
the chimney dated 1601, brought in the 
fleet as ballast, also a metal fire board

Ate the ‘Party Lot,” where a brother 
and two sisters manage one of the oldest 
of the estates. Mortimer Hawkes, Esq., 
a Lynn lawyer, lives near. Mr. Adam 
Hawkes, president, Dr. John M. Hawkes, 
historian, Miss Robinson, secretary, and 
many others, were represented, “Aunt 
Hannah,” at 0, a venerable maiden lady 
of extraordinary vigor and in full posses- 
sion of all her faculties, with the small 
babe of months and the jolliest lot of 
juveniles, who never seemed in the way, 
represented what was left of a shrinking 
circle. One they called Mary Alley of 
Marblehead, eulogized by Mortimer 
Hawkes in an affectionate tribute, had 
left her tecord behind as a friend of 
youth and a power in society. An essay 
was read by Miss ‘Facey Hawkes, who 
knew most about the joys of the old 
homestead, during the long years from 
childhood to middle age of many there 
gathered. One cousin from California 
forged new links in the chain, binding 
the two oceans. At the farm near by, 
the screaming peacock, the joyful hen 
and her mates, the waddling geese and 
along the main road, the half hour 
loaded trolley car to the beach, and once 
a line of carriages creeping to the neigh- 
boring cemetery, reminded us, as we sat 
about the old hearthstone, that it really 
was 212 years.since our ancestors. had 
really met. at Salem courts, on that 
dreadful. August business. We spread 
our simple fare together upon the board, 
and the aged friend, visiting the home 
place where his ancestor must have been 
a familiar picture for 20 long ‘years at 
least in visits to Uncle John Hawkes on 
the part of baby Sarah and her new 
brothers and sistersin Andover, asked 
God to.care for all present till these 
neighborhood meetings were merged 
into the great meeting of all the re- 
deemed of God's universe in the Home 
above. Somehow I have attended many 
more formal gatherings of the clans, but 
this homeJike, spontaneous array of hos- 
pitable faces won me, though worn toa 
thin edge by a night’s dissipation over 
Hawkes pedigree needed by the historian. 
I want to go again and see the inside of 
those lovely old farm houses and wander 
along the old Saugus roads. Adam Haw- 
‘kes was step‘ father to the Hutclfinson 
line of Lynn and Reading, grandfather 
of the Coggswells of Ipswich, and little 
Sarah, the babe of 1673, stands. between 
these Lynn and Andover relatives Who 
descend from aged Ann Foster and Sam- 
@®1 Wardwell on our side and from old 
Isaac Allerton and Sarfuel Maverick, 
pioneers of Mayflower and Marblehead 
on their side by the alliance of Uncle 
John Hawkes, Sarah’s only brother.

Whitney Estate $21,243,000. 

After four months’ work appraising 
the estate of the late W. C. Whitney 
it was announced, July 27, that his 
property, real and personal, taxable in 
New York state, was worth $21,243,000. 
The tax was $22,220.84, which was 
paid immediately by Harry Payne 
Whitney, the son. Mr. Whitney’s lar- 
gest holdings were in the Standard Oil 
company and the Consolidated Tobac- 
co company. They were seven and 
five millions respectively. 


Spread of the Meat Strike. 

After all efforts for a peaceable set- 
tlement of the resumed strike of 
the butchers and butchers’ workmen 
against the beef trust firms had failed 
more than 7,500 laborers and mechan- 
ics empleyed at the Chicago stock-

Deter- 
mined efforts were made to bring about 
the strike of the teamsters and freight 
handlers, and 700 teamsters quit work.

The packers. refused. a further 
conférence. | Families of the. strikers 
were said to be already suffering from’ 
hunger.. At Omaha, Kansas City. and 
Sioux City the strike was resumed 
with serious riots. g At Omaha a fed- 
eral injunction was issyed against the 
strikers, virtually preventing. any com- 
munication. between them and the em- 
The stockyards were in 
charge of the sheriff, and warrants 
for the arrest ‘of 105 strikers were is- 
sued. 


Colorado Troops Recalled. 
Governor Peabody proclaimed the 
end of martial law % Teller county 
July 26 and recalled the state militia 
from the Cripple Creek district, leaving 
it in charge of the civil authorities. 
The militia had been in control since 
June 8, two days after the Independ- 
ence dynamite explosion. The military 
expenses of Colorado in the past year

000,000 on account of labor strikes. The 
Portland mine was reopened with a 
new force of men in place of those ar- 
rested by the soldiers. 
Leiter’s Mine Trouble.

Since evicting the union miners, Mr. 
Leiter has built a stockade and live wire 
barrier around hfs mine, and he was 
expected to import negro labor from 
Alabama to take the places of his evict- | 
ed men. Some of the nonunion recruits 
have been prevented from entering the 


town_by the union men.. The postoffice 
and railroad station have been moved 
outside the dead line. 


Cotton Mills Tied Up. 

The most complete tie-up*on record 
in the big mills of Fall River, Mass., 
began July 25, when over 30,000 opera- 
tives stayed at home. The Fall River 
strike affects forty-seven corporations 
operating eighty-one mills, with a week- 
ly output of 12,500,000 yards of cloth. 
Strikes or lockouts have occurred in 
several other New England cotton cen- 
ters. 


Notes. 

Another street car was dynamited in 
New Orleans last week,- making the 
fifth sinc® the strike of street car oper- 
atives began. Five passengers in this 
case were injured by flying glass and 
splinters. The citizens have organized 
a law and order league. * * * An 
official strike order was issued by the 
United Mine Workers at Birmingham, 
Ala., July 25, affecting about 6,000 men 
exclusive of pumpers and firemen in 
that district. The miners had been idle 
since July 1 pending a settlement of 
the wage and hours of work questions. 
The strike of the New York Transfer 
company’s drivers for a 10 per cent 
wage increase was declared off pending 
a settlement by arbitration. * * * A 
conference between the building em- 
ployers and carpenters’ union of New 
York reached a settlement and the 
6,000 carpenters in the metropolitan 
district returned to work. * * * After 
a twenty day conference between the 
union employees and officers of the 
Delaware and Hudson railroad the 
working day has been reduced from 
fourteen to eleven hours for engineers, 
conductors, firemen and trainmen. 


Curtailing Coal Output. 

The leading anthracite coal com- 
panies of eastern Pennsylvania have 
decided to curtail the production of 
all their mines 60 per cent in August 
and 20 per cent for the rest of the 
year, presumably for the purpose of 
maintaining prices. The production of 
the first half of the year has been 29,- 
500,000 tons, and all of the big dealers 
in the cities have stocks sufficient to 
sarry them through the winter. 


Another Big Paper Plant. 


The construction of a new paper 
mill at Glens Falls,,N. Y., with a daily 


capacity of seventy-tive tons, has been! 


begun by the $3,000,000 firm of Finéh, 
Pruyn & €o.,' recently incorporated. 
They own over 100,000 acres of wood- 
lands, and expect to-conduct their’ cut- 
ting under scientific forestry methods. 


Central’s Private Telephone. 

A private telephone wire 1,000 miles, 
long is being erected between New 
York and Chicago along the line of 
the New York Central railroad. This 
is expected to save telegraph and tele- 
phone tolls and give the system a 
Strictly private service for all emer- 
gencies.

America’s Doom Predicted. 

Professor Goldwin Smith of Toronto, 
formerly professor of modern history 
at Oxford, in an article for the Lon- 
don Monthly Review, predicts that the 
American republic is “staggering to- 
ward its doom.” He sees the signs in 
the impotence of our federal govern- 
ment to stay strikes, lynching and dis- 
franchisement, the 
srowing power of 
an Oligarchical and 
plutocratic senate, 
the perils of im- 
perialism and, most 
of all, in the evils 
of party rule and 
strife, which he 
calls the “ravings of 
a consuming fever.” 
He says the quali- 
fication for the nomination is no long- 
er eminence, but availability; that it is 
no longer a question of which man is 
most worthy to be president, but of 
which man can carry New York or 
Ohio. He holds that “party” is only 
justified. by some great question on 
emergency, referring to the ‘French 
revolution and to slavery in our own 
country. “In ordinary times,” he says, 
“there is no excuse for dividing a coun- 
try into two halves, each perpetually 
Waging war against the other and 
striving to make government miscarry 
in {ts rival’s hands.” 


Steffens on Iilinois. 

Lincoln Steffens continues his ‘“Ene- 
mies of the Republic” series by telling 
in the August McClure’s the story of 
the last eight years of war in Lllinois 
politics which has brought the Repub- 
lican party of that state to represent 
its membership. He draws a parallei 
in this to the. Democratie revolution in 
Missouri, which has just flowered in 
the nomination of Joe Folk. Mr. Stef- 
fens reminds us that a party is but the 
tool of the grafter’s trade, and that 
both parties today stand for graft, dif- 
fering only upon unessentials. He re- 
iterated his conclusion that bribery and 
corruption are not accidental and oc- 
casional, but general and deliberate.

“William Coleman, who ds under ar- 
rest in New York, charged with sfeaj- 
ing $50,000 worth of jewelry from the 
Wife of Bishop Henry ©. Potter, once 
cleverly fooled the authorities into let- 
ting him go after having served some 
time in the Charlestown prison. He ate 
soap and made himself so ill that :t 
Was thought he wus going to die from 
jung trouble.” 

The foregoing item of news appeared 
in a Boston paper last night. 

This morning the clipping was shown 
to Marshal (Sullivan, and the ques- 
tion asked: 

“Is that Thompson?” 

The marshal carefully read the item, 
and then declared positively, “That's 
he. It’s his style of operating.” 

William Thompson was one of the 
Dobbs gang of bank burglars captured 
in this city 20 years ago, to be 
on the night of March 8, 1884. 
son Was the youngest of 
Which comprised “Johnny” Dobbs, old 
and grey haired; “Johnny” Love, a 
crook of equal record with Dobbs; Day 
and Gray, men of the under wor!d with 
international reputations; and Thomp- 
son, a tall, lanky youth, who even then 
showed that he possessed craft, cun- 
ning and resourcefulness, the equal of 
any in that celebrated and dangerous 
quintet. The gang came to this city te 
burglarize the Andover National bank 
and savings banks. They operated 
from Lowell and drove about the coun- 
try unmolested from that quarter, and 
reached Lawrence early in the evening 
of Monday, March 3.1884. Dobbs, Gray, 
Day and Thompson came. together. 
Love arrived later and registered at the 
Essex house, where he left his hand 
bag, which was secured early the neat 
morning by the then.
